tor Dick Snyder of NCAA Films 
in Washingon, D.C. Included 
among these are Notre Dame, 
Michigan State, Alabama, Texas 
A&M, UCLA and Kentucky, 


Royal declined to say how 


much Snyder gets because "that 
is a private business transac- 
tion." Asked if the Texas share 
goes into the school's athletic 
fund, he said: "No, it goes into 
the Royal fund."

quarter 
turn, 
picks up his 


charging fullback and concen- 
trates on the defensive tackle. 
The quarterback puts the ball 
in the fullback's stomach, and 
the full back takes a "soft hold" 
on it. 


If the tackle hangs back or 


moves to the outside, the quar- 
terback leaves the ball in the 
fullback's arms, and the full- 
back b l a s t s 
through the 


"crease." If the tackle charges 
the fullback, the quarterback 
takes back the ball, and the 
fullback smashes into the tackle 
as a blocker.

Baseball to 
Retain 162- 
Game Season 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


NEW YORK (AP) -* The ma« 


jor league baseball season will 
remain at 162 games but the 
players will be enriched shortly 
by nearly $4 million in benefits 
when a new thfee-year contract 
is signed. 


the agreement between the 


Major League Baseball Players 
Association and clubowners will 
give 
the 
players 
$800,000 


immediately, Marvin Miller, ex- 
ecutive director of the associa- 
tion, said Monday. 


He estimated that the players 


would benefit to the tune of $4 
million over the three years. 


Miller, recommending accept- 


ance of the pact, said all 24 
player representatives had been 
contacted and a final vote is due 
within a week. It is expected 
that the owners -will ratify the 
package at the same time. 


The players had rejected an 


earlier owners' proposal by a 
505-89 vote, based on three ma- 
jor points of disagreement', the 
length of the season, playoff 
compensation 
and termination 


pay.The clubowners won out on 
the issue of the 162-game regu- 
lar season, citing long term ra- 
dio and television contracts as 
factors. 


However, on the playoff kitty, 


owners offered to increase the 
players' share from 50 per cent 
to 60 per cent, with all expenses 
coming 
out 
of the 
owners' 


share. 


Under 
the new termination 


agreement, a player will get 30 
days' salary if cut during spring 
training, and 60 days' pay if cut 
during the regular season. Pre- 
viously, a player did not receive 
anything if dropped during the 
spring and only 30 days' pay if 
he was let go after the season 
had begun. 


In 1972, a player cut after 


May 15 will receive his entire 
contract salary. 


The owners and players have 


already agreed on increases in 
minimum pay with the rate 
going from $10,000 to $12,000 in 
1970, $12,500 in 1971 and $13,500 
in 1972. 


Other adjustments include an 


increase in spring training al- 
lowances from $15 to $17 per 
day in 1971; a cost of living in- 
crease; increased moving ex- 
penses; and Improved working 
conditions.

It was 
a matter of experience, That's 
what it takes to run this ole 
place, . .experience. You have to 
know what to do and When to do 
it and where to do it. 


If you think I'm kidding, fll 


give you a good example. Don* 
nie Allison is a fine race driver. 
He had never been to the Speed- 
way except for a tire test and 
about ail he did was observe.

Richardson has rankled long-

pathology in the agency. Pathol- 
ogy is the branch of medicine 
dealing with the causes of tissue 
injury and death. 


A memorandum written by 


Richardson Oct. 20, 1969, as a 
subject of later news stories in- 
creased tensions within the trou- 
bled agency. 


Richardson charged that bu- 


reaucrats with limited scientific 
training expunged conclusions 
and recommendations from re- 
ports of certain animal experi- 
ments. 
The experiments 
in 


question appeared to contradict 
official agency positions on the 
safety of some food additives, 
most 
notably 
the artificial 


sweetener cyclamate. 


Richardson has met mounting 


bureaucratic retaliation since 
news stories of his charges ap- 
peared one month ago, reliable 
FDA officials said. Richardson 
is attending a scientific meeting 
in Texas and was not available 
for comment. 


Nixon Tells 
NATO About 
Cambodia 


ROME (AP) - President Nix- 


on today told his North Atlantic 
allies that U.S. action in Cambo- 
dia is necessary for the with- 
drawal of American forces. 


His defense was made in a let- 


ter read at the opening session 
of

North 
Atlantic Council 


meeting by William P. Rogers, 
secretary of state. It said near- 
ly 7,900 of the enemy had been 
killed at a cost of 201 U.S. sol- 
diers and 451 South Vietnamese, 


The letter was addressed to 


Manlio Brosio, secretary-gener- 
al of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization— NATO. 


"We still prefer to end this 


war 
by 
negotiation," 
Nixon 


wrote. "However, 
I am down 


vinced we will not have serious 
discussions so long astheemeny 
believes that he can ignore our 
warnings and reject our flexible 
proposals for a settlement. We 
are 
not increasing 
our do- 


mands." 


Nixon said the weapons cap- 


tured in Cambodia, as of Mon- 
day, "would equip more than 30 
battalions at a strength of 400 to 
500 men." 


He promised that U.S. opera- 


tions in the area would be over 
by the end of June. 


Rogers read the letter during 


a speech covering the situation 
in the Middle East, central Eu- 
rope and the strategic missile 
talks with the Soviets, as well as 
the Indochina war. 


On the Middle East, Rogers 


said the Soviet Union's increas- 
ing involvement has injected 
new instability 
and danger of 


war into the area. 


In the light of this, he went 


on, the United States is review- 
ing all aspects of policy in the 
region. This review includes re- 
consideration of Israel's request 
for more warplanes to counter 
the presence of active Soviet 
military pilots and SAM3 mis- 
siles in Egypt.

Accused 
Muff Get 
Speedy Trial 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has again cau- 
tioned the slates they must en* 
force the constitutional right of 
defendants to be brought to trial 
speedily. 


But the right, contained in the 


sixth amendment and applied to 
the states by the court begin- 
ning in 1967, remains largely un- 
defined. 


The court's latest involvement 


was a decision Monday that up* 
set the holdup conviction of a 
Florida truckdrlver who was not 
tried until 1\2 years after ar- 
rest. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger said the delay 
obviously 


prejudiced the delayed defend- 
ant, Hobert Dean Dickey, since 
two witnesses died and police 
records were lost or destroyed. 


Moreover, Burger said, Dick- 


ey three times asked to be tried 
and was turned down before of- 
ficials, under pressure of Flori- 
da courts, finally decided to 
movo ahead with his prosecu- 
tion. 


Crowded dockets, a lack of 


judges or lawyers and other fac- 
tors sometime make delay inev- 
itable, the chief justice said. But 
when the delay Is for the con- 
venience of the state and is pre- 
judicial to the defendant, it is 
intolerable and impermissible, 
he said. 


The ruling only begins to re- 


solve a serious legal problem. 


Justice William J. Brennan 


Jr., noted in a concurring opin- 
ion that the court has left sever- 
al questions open. 


For example: Does the right 


to be tried speedily also involve 
a right to be indicted speedily? 


And: 
Does 
a convicted man 


have to show he was prejudiced 
by delay, or is a long delay suf- 
ficient ground to Invalidate the 
conviction? 


Also: Does a man have to de- 


mand a speedy trial, as Dickey 
did, to be entitled to one?

The report said a speedy trial 


spares the defendant a long pe- 
riod of pretrlal imprisonment 
and possibly unfounded public 
suspicion. The public, mean- 
while, is protected from the pos- 
sibility the accused will become

fugitive and commit more 


crimes.
